The Prince in Vienna. 

Prince Hatzfeldt plunged into a wild career 
at Vienna as soon as he reached his majority. 
He gambled for high stakes, was in favor with 
gay women, kepta large racing stable, and 
his excesses soon exhausted his resources. 
His mother. who is accounted to be worth 
about $8,000,000, came to his aid with 1,000,000 
marks, which also soon vanished. Pressed 
hard for money, the Prince fei) into the hands 
ot Vienna usurers, The tzfeldt estates 
yielded a large income, but the Prince found 
it impossible to obtain any of it. Besides, the 
iucome had been mortgaged in order to fur- 
nish Count Faul Hatzfelat,. brother of the 
Prince’s father, with means to make a splurge 
in his station as German, Minister to En- 
gland. Creditors, thinking toexert pressure on 
the family, procured an order of arrest fur the 
Prince. The father refused to come to tne son’s 
relief. The Prince applied to his bosom friend, 
Baron Egon von Furstenberg, who belongs 
to ons of the oldest and wealthiest families 
of Germany. The Baron’s ancestors occu- 
pied a princely bishopric on the Rhine for 
centuries, and held entailed estates valued 
at.many. millions of dollars. Baron Egon in- 
dorsed notes for a large sum. The time for 
paymert came on and Hatzfeldt had fied, 
leaving his friend to meet the obligation 
alone. The Baron had a few hun- 
dred thousand dollars of his own which 
as a man vf honor he gave to the creditors, 
but that did not suit them. They vegan suit 
to recover the full amount. When the 
scandal became public Count Furstenberg 
was horrified. Appeals were made to Hatz- 
feldt and his parents to save the dis- 
grace, but they paid no attention. 
Count Furstenberg bitterly reproached 
his son, who took the matter so much at 
heart that he resigned a commission in the 
army, and even broke an engagement with a 
high-bred young lady. Hatzfeldt was also a 
member of the Union Club, which aristocratic 
turf association of Berlin, after his flight, 
had charges brought against him that he 
bought horses on credit and promptly sold 
them in order to raise money. During this 
inquiry many due bills of the Prince, 
amounting to hundreds of thousands of 
marks, held by notorious gambiers 
of Berlin, were brought to _iight. 
This is the real reason why Prince Hatz- 
feldt is not and will not be received in Berlin 
cr Vienna society despite the powerful infiu- 
ence of his family. Many other stories are 
told about him and given as reasons for his 
ostracism, such as his expulsion from the 
Prussian guards for indelicacy in numerous 
affaires d’amour and failure to pay gambling 
debts, but all would be overlooked were it 
not for the wanton ruination of his friend, 
the Baron. 

Emperor William at Athens. 

Any doubt about the reception which would 
be given to the Emperor and Empress of 
Germany has been settled by their arrival at 
Athens. The utmost enthusiasm prevailed 
throughout that city today, and wherever 
the German guests mom es 
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pink flowers, with cuffs of dark green velvet. 
She wore a bonnet trimmed with pink and a 
brooch of rubies, diamonds, and pearls. The 
Queen of Greece wore a pretty costume of 
cream and gold. Before leaving the station 
the Mayor of Athens presented the Em- 
peror with an address of welcome 
and the Empress with a magnificent 
bouquet. The Emperor of Germany, King of 
Greece, Duke of Sparta, Prince of Wales, 
and Prince Albert Victor then inspected the 
guard of honor. The crowds surrounding 
the station cheered vociferously. The royal 
party entered carriages and drove to 


the palace, which was crowded with 


people from wail to wall. On’ their 
atrival at the palace they were 
greeted by Princess Sophie and her mother. 
Empress Frederick, the King and Queen of 


| Denmark, and Count Herbert Bismarck. The 


streets about the 82 fillea with peo- 
ple: Tue Emperor ör Germany and royal 
came out uvon the balcony, The Em- 
repeatedly raised his helmet and sa- 
luted the crowd in answer to their cheers. 

In honor of the German Emperor the whole 
town was lighted up tonight and a magnifi- 
cent torchlight procession paraded the 
streets. The acropolis was tighted up with 
red hres, producing a glorious effect. The 
Mayor and corporation officials from dif- 
ferent parts of Greece, accompanied by sol- 
diers bearing torches, paraded to the: palace. 

The Emperor of Germany and the King of 
Greece addressed the populace. The whole 
front of the palace was lighted up by 100,000 
Chinese ianterns, which were principally 
made by convicts in the various prisons of 
Athens. The fact that the Russian Embassy 
was the only one that failed to hoist the 
German flag caused some comment. 

Only an Adopted Daughter. 

After Miss Wilson left M.:3 Gaylord brought 
over from Mrs. Reid’s school in New York a 
companion for Miss Huntington, and she was 
on the scene when Miss Huntington first met 
the Prince The Prince singled out Miss 
Huntington, and at once began assiduous at- 
tentions and contrived to get ner to supper at 
the Continental Hotel, where he learned for 
the first time that she was only ar 
adopted daughter. This temporarily cooled 
his ardor, bat it was renewed when he 
learned that the girl had as strang a claim on 
Huntington pére’s affections as though she 
was his own child. From the outset the 


Prince seems to have taken every advautage 


of the absence of Miss Huntington's parents 
in America and used every means to 
connect his name with hers and place 
her in his power so tar as public gossip was 
concerned. When the fondness for each 
other became noticed a German officer at 
Paris told Mrs. Sherwood, Minister McLane, 
and others what Hatzfeldt’s recora was in 
Berlin. Mrs. Sherwood was asked about it 
and said: Whatever was told me was in 
confidence and 1 cannot talk about 
it. but my knowledge was not based 
on the statements of any single person, 
though both the Prince and Miss Hunting- 
toa resented what they were pleased to term 
my interference. Personally Prince Hatz- 
feldt is an agreeable and accompiished man. 
Of his past career I have nothing to say, nor 
have I anything to tell you about Miss Hunt- 
ington. She isacapricious and somewhat 
willful girl, but we hada pleasant winter 
together for all that, and I wish her every 
happiness.“

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RUBE BURROWS’ LATEST EXPLOIT. 
—— 


Run to Earth ‘He Uses a Woman as & 
Shield and Escapes. 

BIRMINGHAM, Ala., Oct. 26.—[ Special. 1— 
Rube Burrows, the desperate and successful 
outlaw and train- robber, has n again sur- 
prised and almost captured. Sneriff Morris 
of Blount, an adjoining county, came into 
the city this morning begging for arms and 
assistance. He tells this tale: 

Last Thursday it was learned that Rube 
Burrows and a pal were in the county and 
were supposed to beat the house of a man 
named Bud Ashworth, who lives near Brook- 
ville, The reward for Burrows’ capture ag- 
gregates some $50,000, and a brother of the 
Sheriff and four other deputies went down 
to catch him. 

They rode up to the gate ot the Ashworth 
yard without alarming the ta of. the 
house and, leaving their guns at the door, 
demanded that Burrows and his pal come 
out. Burrows, always equal to an emergercy, 
seized a woman who was standing near him, 
and holding her in front of him threw open 
the door and shook his fist at the officers. 

Holding the woman before him as a shield 
Burrows walked out of the house and his 
pal followed. They retreated toward a clump 
of woods, keeping their Winchesters leveled 
on the officers all the time. The deputies 
could not shoot for fear of killing the woman 
and they could not advance for fear of the 
Winchesters. The situation for the woman 
was a terrible one. 

After Burrows and his pal had reached the 
woods they dropped their siiield, and, firing 
twice at the approaching * escaped in 
the woods. 

The poor woma “whose 1 had served 


Pas a shield for thé outlaws, was frightened 


into hysterics and ig now in g pitiable condi- 
tion. Neither she gor the other occupants of 
the house knew o Burfows was. Early 
that morning two strangers came to the house 
and asked for shelter and something to eat. 
After eating they said they would rest a lit- 


| tle while before continuing on their journey. 


While they were waiting the posse arrived. 
Early yesterday morning a. larger posse 
was organized to search for the outiaws. 
About 3 in the afternoon this posse, consist- 
ing of forty well armed men, reached the 
Ashworth neighborhood. Scattering out 
they, surrounded the farm and then 
commenced to close up, scanning every 
thicket and clump, of bushes as 
they passed. About5o’clock the circle had 
become rather small, and the scouting party 


| were in speaking distance of each other. 


Suddenly the crack of a rifie was heard, fol- 
lowed by three other similar reports, and 
four of the posse fell out of line, two killed 
and the others wounded. The hunted out- 
laws fired again, and four more men 
fell Then they sprang from their hid- 
ing place and dashed through the gap their 
shots had made in the skirmish cirele. As 
they ran they fired at every man they saw, 
wounding six more of the party. 

Over 100 shots were fired at the desper- 
adoes by the membe¥s of the Sheriff's party, 
but without apparent effect. The outlaws 
made for the Warrior River and have not 
been seen since. 

The killed are Herty Anderson, aged 
26, unmarried, shot through the 
head; Poun Woodward, 28, mar- 
ried, with four children, shot iu the 
breast; James Herron, it is thought, 
is fatally wounded,. and seyen others are 
mure or less seriously hurt. 

When the dead and wounded reached One- 
onta, the county seat, from which place une 
posse started, the excitement was intense, 
and a death mount was organized 
about midnight last night, containing 
some 500 men, determined on revenging 
the death of their friends. There were not 
enough arms on hand to go round, and Sher- 
iff Morris came to this city and laid in a sup- 
ply of Winchesters, returning on the next 
train. Theentire county will be scoured, 
and Rube will have to fight again if he is 
within its borders.

SCOPE OF THE KANSAS USURY LAW. 


It Dees Not Provide for Forfeiture of the 
_ Primecipal, as Erroneously Keported. 
Topeka, Kas., Oct. 26.—[Special.|—A gross 
error was made in the Associated Press dis- 
patch sent from here Oct. 18, giving the re- 
sult ot a caso in the District Court, and stat- 
ing that under the law 
a money-lender is liable . of 
both interest and principal excess- 
ive interest is exacted. The law 
does not provide for any forfeiture of princi- 
pal. The case in question 1s one eves to 
foreclose mortgages made by D. T. Hutchinson 
for 813,500 in favor of H. D. Booge, a money 
— and assigned by him to Hubbell 
Des Moines. The attorneys for Hutchin- 
— represented that of the $13,500 considera- 
tion only $9,500 was recerved in money from 
transfer by Booge to Hubbell was collusive, 
and that ubbell was not the real party in 
interest. 


The facts showed that the notes were 
tainted with usury, and the reaf issue was 
whether Hubbell had notice of this infirmity. 
At the time of making notes the 
penalty for taking . usury was that 
all interest taken in excess of 12 
per cent should be credited on the principal 
and interest up to 12 percent—in other words 
that not exceeding 12 per cent interest could 
be taken or contracted for. The court 
instructed the jury that it Hubbell had 
knowledge of the usury when he took the 
notes the defendant should have the benefit 
of the finding, and that the plaintiff could 
only r er the actual amount of money 
paid to him with interest not exceeding 12 
per cent. The jury misconstrued the instruc- 
tions of tha court and made a general ver- 
dict for the defendant. The resuit of this 
is that the plaintiff loses all. That this was 
not the intention of the jury is now evi- 
denced by a statement signed by all of 
them to the effect that they intended 
to find for the defendant on the ques- 
tion of usury and. knowledge on the 
part of Hubbell and give Hubbeli only the 
principal paid Hutchinson by Booge with in- 
terest. The whole trouble lies in a biunder 
by tne jury, and the Judge decided nothing. 
A motion has been made to set the verdict 
aside and doubtless it will be done. 

The Legislature at the last session amended 
the usury law increasing the penalty to 
double the amount of usury above 10 per 
cent.

Q.—Did those wounds cause death! A.-—I 
think they did.

Q.—Can you make @ contaused wound after 
death? A.—It would be difficult. 

Q.—Will you swear that it cannot be done? 
A.—I will swear that I don’t think you can make 
a contused wound that will show the contusion— 
@ contusion that will show the red blood—where 
the coloring matter of the blood is lodged in the 
laceration of those wounds. Youcan make a 
contused wound over soft tissues, where there is 
not a solid substance below to out, through—cut 
straight through. I will swear that you cannot 
make a. contused wound after death that will 
show the same appearance of the wound made 
before death.

A Remarkable Or der Made by the Court on 
Mr. Forrest’s Motion. 

Mr. Forrest suddenly brought to an end his 
cross-examination of Dr. Moore, and the re- 
markable tilt between. Judge and counsel, pre- 
viously referred to in this report, followed. Here 
is the stenographer’s report of the episode: 

Mr. Forrest—I move to strike out the doctor's 
testimony on the ud that he has read the 
testimony of Dr. Egbert in the papers, and the 
rule as to the exclusion of witnesses will be of 
no service in the cause of justice, if that course 
ig pursued. It appears also that he kgew the 
witnesses were excluded from the court-room. 

The Court—*Well, I think the evidence should 
be stricken out—excluded. i 

Mr. Hynes—On what ground, if your Honor 
please? 2 would like to have the counsel cite 
any authority for such a motion. 

Mr. Mills—Before your Honor decides that 
point we desire to be heard from. 

The Court—The intention of the rule as to the 
exclusion of witnesses from the court room 
is that a man testifymg pet oa may not 
testify on the knowledge of what preceding 
witnesses have testified to. The rule was adopt- 
ed for the purpose of protecting either side from 
witnesses either corroborating or confirming 
what other witnesses have said after having list- 
ened to their testimony. 

Mr. Hynes—This case may as well be adjourned 
at this moment, if your Honor please, if this rule 
is to be acted upoh, because it is not in the pow- 
er of the court.to prevent a witness reading the 
papers. The court has to assume that what was 
published in the papers was a true report of the 
testimony taken here, and I challenge the coun- 
sel to cite any authority upon which such a mo- 
tion can be made, much less entertained. 

The Court—This is a most important question 
for you gentlemen to decide. 

Mr. Mills—What was the order made by the 
court? It wasaclean cut, defigite order that 
the withesses should be excluded from this 
court-room. The order meant that, and nothing 
else. No otber restticuon was placed on the 
witnesses save that they should not bein the 
court- room or hear the proceedings. No sug- 
gestion was made restricting the witness from 
reading a newspaper, and, as my assoq@ate has 
suggested, if that rule is enforced, the rule gug- 
gested by the counsel, and temporarilly approved 
by the court, we might just as well stop in the 
proceedings instantly, for I preseme the wit- 
nesses to be brought up hereafter have read tne 
newspapers from the commencement of the case 
—from the discovery of the crime until the pres- 
ent time—and will continue to do so hereafter. 
The rule consists of an order made by the court, 
and each of the witnesses has obeyed that rule— 
viz.: that they should be out of the court-room, 
and not present to hear the proceedings. 

The State's Attorney—Even if they come into 
the court-room you cannot exclude their testi- 
mony. : 

Mr. Hynes—We cannot vroduce a witness who 
has not read all about this case, and your Honor 
may just as well adjourn che case now if you are 
going to hold to any such doctrine. 

Mr. Forrest—May it please your Honor, we are 
perfectly willing to be bound by the same rule. 

Mr. Hynes—That is because you will have no 
case. [Laughter.) | 

Mr. Milis—As 4 matter of practice and law the 
fact that a witness disregards the rule is not a 
disqualification as against his testifying, and the 
Supreme Court of this State has taken the posi-

Mr. Forrest Now, your Honor, I insist on him 
addressing the court and not the jury. 

Mr. Milis—I am addressing your Honor, with 
one eye on Mr. Forrest. [Laughter.] There isa 
vast number of witnesses to be called by the 
State, and it would be unfair and a laborious 
task for us to prohibit them from reading the 
newspapers. It would be an almost impossible 
task. 

Mr. Forrest—I{ your Honoris to permit wit- 
nesses to read the testimony of other witnesses 
and then testify, witnesses might as well be ad- 
mitted to the court room. 

Mr. Hyues—It this rule were adopted, frank 
and honest witnesses would come here and admit 
that they had read the newspapers. But corrupt 
witnesses would say that they had not read the 
newspapers, and the corrupt witnesses—the per- 
jurers—would have the advantage over those 
who were honest. ‘ 

The Court—The rule of exclusion evidently is 
for the purpose of preventing the witnesses who 
are excluded from knowing what the witnesses 
on the stand said, either for the purpose of af- 


firming or contradicting their testimony. But 


that rule was probably conceived at thetime when 
most of the rules pertaining to, the jury were 
conceiyed—before the newspapers took such 
pains to publish all the proceedings; and 1 can 
easily see that if I should enforce the rule in its 
old spirit criminal trials and a great many civil 
cases could not be proceeded with—it would be 
impossible. That rule was wise in its time, and 
may be wise to some extent yet, but it cannot be 
possible to make it operate to prevent witnesses 
from testifying to offenses against the State or 
testifying to matters of defense, I do not be- 
lieve that I can enforce the rule. | 

Mr. Forrest—I take exception to your Honor's 
ruling. May I ask your Honor, not in a spirit 
of fault-finding, but for our own guidance, what 
will the rule be? 

The Court—If it were possible for me to ask 
the proprietors of newspapers not to publish 
these accounts I should unquestionably do that, 
but, of course, no such request would be re- 
spected. * 

Mr. Forrest — Will the rule be that no witness 
be excluded, no matter what testimony he reads? 

The Court—In this day of wide newspaper cir- 
culation and verbatim reports I do not see that 
the court can do more than simply exclude the 
witnesses from the room, and the court ap- 
preciates that that does not amount to anything 
at all. 

Mr. Longenecker—On the question of exclu- 

Sion, I will say that that would simply bea viola- 
tion of the rules of this court, and by the wit- 
nesses coming into court you could not prevent 
their testifying; yowthave no right to now; how 
could this court make a rule for people who are 
rot in here? 

The Court—I have said that I was not going to 
try to. 

Mr. Longenecker—Suppose some of our wit- 
nesses happened in here. Is the court going to 
permit a case to go by default because the wit- 
ness disobeys the order of the court? It is a con- 
tempt of the court and punishable by a fine, but 
it does not exclade his testimony. 

The Court—I do not propose to exclude 
his testimony, but we will try to keep 
him out, of course. But the court prac- 
tically modified the rule that has al- 
Ways prevailed, because the ruleof exclusion 
would apply unquestionably to newspaper read 
ing as to keeping out of the room, and in making 
my ruling at this time I feel that I am changing 
the rule, and I think it is necessary ia view of 
modern newspaper circulation. This ruling 
changes the old rule, and I advise it because 1 
think it might result in the denial of justice, 

Mr. Mills Do I understand then that the mo- 
tion is overruled and the testimony stands?

PAT DINAN TELLS HIS STORY, 


The Owner of the White Horse Tells How 
; Coughlin Hired the Animal. 

Patrick Dinan; the liveryman who rented 
Daniel Coughlin the famous white horse rig.“ 
was called and examined by Mr. Mills. He 
stated that he lived at No. 260 North Clark street 
and kept a livery stable at the same number, his 
family -occupying the rooms above. He had 
known Daniel Coughlin fof probably five or six 
years. The stable is aboht ene-half block from 
the East Chicago Avenue Police station. May 
4 (the day of Du Cronin’s disappearance) Mr. 
Dinan said he received a call from Daniel Cough- 
lin who wanted a horse and buggy for a friend 
that same evening. Rea 

Q-—What did you say? A.—1 studied fora 
minute. It was a pretty busy day and I said, 
*‘What kind of a rig would you like to get?” He 
made the remark, Most any kind of a rig will 
do. E said, All right, you shall have one,” I 
asked him what time his friend would be after 
it, and he said, About 7 o'clock.” 

Q.— Were you at your stable at about 7 o'clock 
on the evening of that day? A.— es, sir. 

Mr. Forrest—Now, your Honor, before con- 
tinuing the answer I would like to have 
the . record show that we object to every 
question that may be asked this wit- 
ness with réference to what was “said ana 
done at that time. That will ayoid the necessity 
of frequent interruptions and enable us to have 
our rights. May we have that understanding with 
the court? 

The Court—It will be so understood. 

Mr. Mills—Proceed, now, Mr. Dinan; and state 
exactly what occurred when Coughlin's friend 
came for tne rig. A.—I met him coming out of 
my horse stable. I met him between the horse 
stable and carriage house. He first went to the 
men and said that he wanted the horse that 
Coughiin had ordered for him. They said that 
they knew nothing about it; to go and see me. 
He asked me if Coughlin had ordered a horse that 
afternoon for him. I replied, ‘‘ Yes.” He said,

harnessed and called for the white horse. 
My mah went in, and instead of putting it on the 
single horse he put it on the carriage white 
horse and brought him out.

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Oct. 26.—[Special. |— :

The prisoner is either shamming or else 
he 18 wanted in Chicago foracrime. He 
shudders at the name of that city. This 
morning he asked Chief Wood for a pocket- 
knife to cut his finger nails and seemed dis- 
pleased when it wasrefused. Soon after- 
wards he asked for a barber to shave him. A 
close watch is being kept on the feliow for 
fear he will commit suicide. The man Sun- 
derland or Harris is about 23 years old, five 
feet ten inches high, florid coniplexion, dark 
hair, and smooth face. The supposed Tascott 
was brought to Chief Wood’s reom by De- 
tective Bond at 1 o’clock this afternoon and 
subjected to a vigorous cross examination. 
Chief Wood quoted the different descriptions 
given of the man and then told Sunderland 
what his subpicions were. The man did not 
show the least iota of surprise, but acted as 


it he expected to be charged with a serious 


crime. 

“My wounds are not on the elbow but 
above the elbow, he said weakly. and, any- 
how, you can’t say they were gunshot 
wounds. I got those sores from hypodermic 
injections.“ 

Chief Wood pointed out the fact that hy- 
podermic injections did not leave scars that 
seemed full of bird-shot. O, that’s irrele- 
vant,” said the man, squirming uneasily in 
his chair. : 2 | 

QUESTIONING THE PRISONER. 

After a half-hour’s conversawon the sus- 
pect was taken down-stairs toa ceil and his 
pipe and tobacco were given him from his 
valise. At2o’clock the Central Station was 
crowded with people eager to catch a glimpse 
of the suspect. He was brought up by two 
reserve Officers and seemed to avoid looking 
at anyone. Magistrate Smith called out the 
name Sunderland.“ The accused stood up.

AFRAID TO GO TO CHICAGO. 

Chief Wood, in speaking of the interview 
that he had with the prisoner, said: Sev- 
eral things that Sunderland said are for the 
most part odd to a degree. For instance, he 
said, ‘I will never go back to Chicago until a 
requisition comes, and then I will fight every 
inch of the way.“ 

‘*Why are you afraid of going to Chicago 
if you are innocent!“ 

„O, they wouldn't treat me right there.” 

In the dispatch sent to the Chicago author- 
ities last night Chief Wood asked if there 
was any one here who could identify Tascott. 
A telegram was received this afternoon from 
the Chief of Police of Chicago saying that no 
one in Philadelphia knew Tascott, and re- 
questing that a photograph of the man under 
arrest be sent at once. He was accordingly 
photographed, and the picture was mailed to- 
night, : 

Sunderland has been recognized by fre- 
quenters of a well-known billiard resort as 
having played pool there. He is said to play 
an expert game, and in this respect he again 
tallies with Tascott, who is described as be- 
ing fond of the game and proficient at it. 
Since his interview with the prisoner Chief 
Wood is more than ever convinced that the 
man is none other than the murderer for 
whose capture a reward of $50,000 is offered. 

COLORADO, TOO, HAS TASCOTT. 

Denver, Colo., Oct. 26.—Quite a sensation 
was created this afternoon at Berthoud, a 
small village fifty miles north of Denver. 
Three weeks ago a lady arrived at that place 
with all the appearance of being highly edu- 
cated, and conducted herself in such a mod- 
est and pleasing way that she soon won sev- 
eral admirers. Had it not been for the 
watchful eye of the City Marshal there would 
no doubt have been a wedding in high life 
before the winter was over. But the Marshal 
played the detective and as a consequence 
today the young lady was given a suit of 
men’s clothes and told to wear them until she 
could prove beyond a questionable doubt 
that she was not a man. The strangest part 
of u is the woman, or rather gentieman, 
greatly resembles Tascott, the Chicago mur- 
derer, and he will be held until the Chief of 
Police of that city can be consulted with. 


The dispatch from Philadelphia that the 
police of that city believed they had Tascott 
under arrest was not received here with a 
great deal of confidence in its truth.

He said yester- 
day that Mr. A. J. Stone agreed with him that 
the description was not sufficiently accurate 
to warrant any such haste. The dispatch saia 
that the prisoner’s front teeth showed they 
had at one time been filled with gold along the 
sides up to the gums, whereas Tascott’s front 
teeth were gold-filled along the lower edge.

ton and surrounded the red men. Chief 
Four Walker, a great redskin with bulbous 
nose and wearing a kersey overcoat beneath 
his blanket, was in command. He was m- 
troduced to the foreigners, and insisted upon 
taking the hand of each within bis own t 
fist.

New Marks in the Ten- Mlle and 250-Yard 
Hurdle Classes. 

New Tonk, Oct. 26.—[(Special.]—One of tne 
liveliest and most interesting athietic meetings 
held this season was that of the National Cross 
Country Association of America, which took 
place on the grounds of the Staten Island Ath- 
letic Club today. The two races that will go on 
record as the greatest ever traveled by man are 
the ten-mile run and 250-yard hurdle race. In 
both events all previous records were broken.

ANEW EARLY MAIL DELIVERY. 


Business-Men Must Be Ready to Receive 
It—Other Post-Office News. 

Capt. McGrath of the Post-Office Department 
announces that the first of the early deliveries 
under the increased facilities will be made next 
Friday. The carriers will leave the office at 7 a. 
m. promptly. “We believe,” says Capt. Me- 
Grath, “that the delivery will be made before 
many of the business houses are open, and we 
particularly request that all merchants arrange 
for some disposition of their mail. If some one 
cannot receive the mail proper receptacles 
should be provided forit. We cannot take it 
back to the office."’ 

The first quarterly Custom-House sale in over 
a year was held at 11 o'clock yesterday morning 
on the steps of the Government building. The 
sale realized $154. The majority of items were 
earthenware, fisn, salt, tea, cheese, and wine. 
Seized merchandise consisted of kid gloves, a 
gold watch, cigar holder, gold ring, and seeds. 

Post-Office Inspector James Stuart returned 
from Washington, where he has been for ten 
days attending @ meeting of the division inspect- 
ors, yesterday afternoon. The inspectors were 
before the President several times. Inspector 
Stuart says emphasis was placed on the instruc- 
tions that the inspectors shall see that all first 
and second class Postmasters devote their en- 
tire time to the business of the office. Various 
dead-letter laws weré removed from the regula- 
tions on the advice of the inspectors. 


POST MUST PAY RIDDLE’S CLAIM, 


The Court Awards the Lawyer $11,763 of 

the $12,400 Asked—Post Will Appeal. 

Francis A. Riddle came out victorious yester- 

day im his legal conflict with Alfred Post. Riddle 
was Post's lawyer throughout the latter's brief 
but profitable manipulation of the famous 
freight-claim bureau. He was his attorney for 
1887, 1888, and 1889, and when Post discharged 
him last June and returned to Chicago from a 
European flight, on the advice of his new uattor- 
ney, Gea. Stiles, Riddie put in a claim for 
$12,400. Of this sum 3/3 was for 
legal services in 1888, $1,000 was for money 
loaned by Riddle to Post, with which the latter 
quieted C. H. Bicknell in Detroit; $3,390 was 
money advanced at other and different times; 
$5,250 was what Riddle claimed as due him of the 
balance on the West note, and $2,500 was for 
legai services rendsred Post in getting him out 
of the country and keeping him out.

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THE DEMORALIZED POLICE FORCE; 


A Specimen Case of Abuse of Authority— 
An Indignant Citizen Demands Kedress. 

Cases of abuse of authority and the unlawful 
use of the powers vested in the police depart- 
ment are of daily oceurrence during the present 
demoralized condition of the department. An 
indignant citizen called upon Mayor Cregier yes- 
terday and demanded redress for a grievance 
which many have suffered, as will many more in 
the future as long as honest and intelligent po- 
lice officers are constantly being displaced by 
barrel-house plug-uglies and other political touts 
and bummers. 

This citizen's brother, a lad of 14 years, had 
been railroaded to tne bridewell for an offense 
he 4 did not commit. He was arrested 
in the West Chicago avenue district, which is 
under the control of Capt. Hathaway, a relic of 
the Harrisonian régime. He was locked up all 
night and brought before Justice La 
Buy in the morning charged with disor- 
derly conduct. He h thrown an ap- 
ple through a window, the officer said. 
The Justice fined the boy Sand costs despite 
his 2 of innocence, and sent him to the 
bridewell, The lad had given his correct name 
and address when arrested, but no attempt was 
made to notify his family. 

The lad’s family were in sore distress at his ab- 
sence and invoked the aid of the police force to 
find him. Several days elapsea and he was lo- 
cated at the bridewell. His hair had been cut 
like any criminal’s and he was confined 
in a cell with two hardened old reprobates for 
companions. The indignant relatives have in- 
vestigated the case thoroughly, and claim to 
have proof positive that the boy was innocent of 
the trivial misdemeanor charged against him, 
and thatif he had been given an opportunity to 
notify his relatives and obtain counsel would 
have been acquitted. 


A COMPLAINT FROM BYDE PARK. 


The Iilinols Central Charged with Creating 
a Nuisance—Other Municipal Items. 
There is a howl of indignation coming from 
Hyde Park. Sanitary regulations are reported 
in a bad state. Yesterday Health Commissioner 
Wickersham received several complaints. One 
was from A. Brooks and was directed against 
the IIIinois Central railroad. is charged that 
foul cattle cars are allowed to stand at Forty- 
third street, emitting a sickening stench. It is 
said that animal filth is being dumped by the 
road along the lake sbore in the same locality, 
and other filthy dirt is being used at various 
points to fill in along the water’s edge. The cor- 
respondent suggests that the whole lake front 
be put under the care of the health office in or- 
der to keep clean the rim of Chicago's drinking 


cup. 

Chief Engineer Thomas Rood of the Pennsyl 
vania road has written to Commissioner Purdy 
in reference to the order of the Council in regard 
to viaducts over the tracks at State ana Sixty- 
third streets. He says the Pennsylvania com- 
pany holds itself in readiness to pay for so much 
of the structure at State street as spans its 
tracks, and the south approach, but it is not Ha- 
ble for the land damages. 

There were 800 deaths in the city last week, 
nine less than the week before.

FIVE NECKS TO BE LEGALLY BROKEN, 


A Tennessee Murder to Be Avenged—The 
End of an Old Feud, 
Nasnvnzx, Tenn., Oct. 26.— [Special. 
The Supreme Court of the State today 
rendered a decision in a case that is regarued 


as one of the most interesting in the annals. 
‘of Tennessee. This decision, which nas been 


awaited for some time with great interest by 
the people of East Tennessee, and especially 
by the citizen$ of Hancock County, affirms 
the judgment of the Hancock County Circuit 
Court and sentences John Barnard Sr., 
Anderson Barnard and Elisha Barnard, 
brothers, and John Barnard Jr. and 
Chat Barnard, cousins of the three 
first named, to be hanged for the murder of 
Henly Sutton. It declares that the law, 


. which bas been so frequently defied in Han- 


cock County, must hereafter be obeyed, and 
peace and order must prevail, 

The case was ably argued before the Su- 
preme Court several weeks ago and taken 


under advisement by the Judges, who gave it 
the most careful consideration, and soon after 
the opening of court this morning announced 
the decision at which they had arrived. The 
court-room was crowded with members of 
the bur and citizens, who were divided in 
opinion as to the result, and the reading. of 
of the Jengthy decision was listened to with 
the closest attention. The defendants, who 
had borne hogy gy a with fortitude, 
appeared complete overcome, and 
with faces blanched ana with heads bowed 
heard the words that:told them their days 
on earth were numbered. The judgment of 
the court was that the condemned men be 
remapded to jail and thence be taken 
to a gallows erected within one mile 


of the court-bouse in Sneedville and han 


theréon, the twenty-second day of December 
next being fixed as the time for the exeon- 
tion, The prisoners were returned to their 
cells, where they conversed for some time 
with their attorneys. 

They said they had expected that a new 
trial would be granted them, but that ques- 
tion being settled they could only prepare 
themselves for the worst. It is doubtful 
whether their counsel or friends will ask the 
Governor for a commutation of sentence, for it 
is understood the sentiment in Hancock 
County is strong against them. They have 
some supporters, Lowever, and it would not 
be surprising if an attempt were made 
to effect their release from confinement 
when sent back to Hancock County. At any 
rate the authorities will be on their guard 
and take every precaution against an attack. 

The crime for which the Barnards will be 
hanged was tne result ofan old feud between 
Heury Sutton and John Barnard Sr. They 
were farmers and lived twelve or thirteen 
miles north of Sneed ville, the county seat of 
Hancock County. 1 

The original trouble was oocasiondlby a dis- 
pute over some land. As time feel- 
ing of an nism wasinteusified. One day, 
just before Christmas, 1888, several hogs be- 
longing 1.— Heniy Sutton came home covered 
with bieod. The wounds seemed to have 
been inflicted with a knife, and Sutton ac- 
eused Johu Barnard Sr. and his cousin 
John Barvard Jr., of having mutilated 
the animals. Sutton, on one occasion, it is 
said, offered a reward for informauon that 
would to the discovery of the 
guilty person or persons, and at 
another time armed himself with a 
gun and meeting John Barnard Jr. and 
Elisha Barnard informed them that John 
Barnard Sr. had done the work and that he 
would settle the mat with him. it was 
claimed by the defendants that Sutton haa 
made other threats on difforent occasions. 

Thus the hatred between Sutton and the 
Barnards deepened, and it was understood 
in the tow. On. that serious trouble would 


soon follow. On the evening of Jan. 12, 1889, 
Sutton, who was r a distullery tive 
miles from his home, left Sneedvilie, where 
he had been on business, and started 
homeward. At a lonely spot on 
the r Sutton was shot and killed. The 
intelligence of the murder spread with great 
rapidity and much excitement ensued. Sus- 
vicion inted to the Barnards and they 
were taken in custody. When the case was 
called at the May term of the Circuit Court, 
rowao presiding, the interest was 
State charged that the prisoners 
beside the road; that 
Sr. fired the fatal shot, 
as all lay in wait for Sutton they 
were all guilty of murder in the first degree. 
The defense claimed that Sutton had threat- 
ened Johu Barnard’s life; that he and Barn-

GEN. BRAILMONT DESCRIBES TBE 
BELGIAN FORTIFICATIONS, 


Oplalon of the Distinguished Military Engi- 
neer Concerning the Zalinski Alr Gun 
and Discourse Upon Wer Possibilities —

Loxpox, Oct. 24.—In spite of the ceaseless 

work which weighs on his brain and swal- 
lows up hie time, Gen. Brialmont, the far- 
famed military engineer and writer, who bas 
made and unmade fortifications just as War- 
wick made and unmade Kings, received a re- 
porter at Brussels today who called to get an 
opinion reward fie the Zalinski gun.

set, gray-haired and gray mustachioed man. 

“Cart. Zalinski was here in the summer.“ he

I was sorry then not to have seen 
him, but I am atill more sorry now. He 
could have given mea lot of those technical 
bits of information which can’t be expected 
from reports in a newspaper. To speak 
the truth I can't at first sight see anything

TAXES FOR GENERAL STATE PURPOSES. 


The Total Levy Three and Eight-Tenths 
Mille on the Dollar, 

SPRINGFIELD, II., Oct. 26 — [Special. In 
pursuance to law the Governor and State 
Auditor today determined the rate per cent 
to be levied against all taxable property of 
the State to raise the appropriations neces- 
sary for the fiscal year. The aggregate as- 


sessed value of all taxable property for the 


year of 1889 is $792,197,542. The amounts au- 
thorized by the levy bill and the rate of tax 
are as follows: For general State parposes, 


$1,700,000; tax levy two and four-tenths mills 
on the dollar or 24 cents per $100; for State 


school purposes, $1,000,000; tax levy one and 
four-tenths milis on the doliar or 14 cents on 
the $100, making a total tax levy for the year 
of three and eight-tenths milis on the dollar 
or 38 cents on each $100, a reduction of 6 
cents on the $100 over 1 and of 15 cents 
‘over that of 1537, though the total amount of 
appropriations is but $600,000 less than for 
1887, and 1889 is the corresponding year to 
1887. when the 53-cent tax rate was re- 


quired. 

Thus does the present Administration 
puncture the claim of the Dem tio de ma- 
gogues who charged corruption and extrava- 
gance so freely during the last campaign 
against the Republican Administration and 
attributing the tax rate of 53 cents to this 
fact. Nor was it possible to make the people 
generally understand why it was necessary 
for the increase of the levy to 58 cents. The 
responsibility reste upon the Democratic 
Legislature of 1885, which appropriated 


$7,776,458, while it refused to appropriate 


more than $5,500,000, which, after the $500,000 
received from the IIunois Central Railroad 


had been added, left about $1,500,000 unpro-. 


vided for, and this deficit had to be made up 
out of whatis considered the working surplus 
in the Treasury. This so depleted the Treasu- 
ry that to save the credit of the State the Re- 
publican Legislature of 1887 was compelled 
to increase the tax levy for the ensuing two 
years to 53 cents in order to cover this work- 
ing balanceinto the Treasury, although the 
amount of the appropriations made in 1887 
were less by $45,000 than those for 1885. 7 

The tax rate is further reduced this year 
for the reason that the General Assembly of 
1889 had only to provide for its own appropri- 
ations without making a new levy to 
make up deficits of any kind in the working 
balance in the Treasury, and the Governor 
and Auditor find that arate of 88 cents on 
$100 will be sufficient for this purpose, mak- 
ing proper allowances for the payment of 
commissions, forfeitures, insolvencies, in-

whatever. But to extend it so as to say that 
a witness who has read im the papers the 
testimony of another shall be excluded is 
madness. In the first place the State can 
have no control over. the literary tastes of 
its witnesses. It can keep them out of a 
court-room, but it cannot stop their reading. 
It cannot keep them locked up like jurors 
till a trial is over. If its witnesses have mis- 
conducted themselves they should be dealt 
with in some way which shall hurt them and 
not the State—the community. In the next 
place, if the witness is truthful he will say 
that he read the papers and admit if on any 
point hie memory was refreshed by them. 
If not truthfal he will read them and con- 
coal it. Men cannot be kept from read ing 


things in which they feel interested, and the

WILL PRINTERS TAKE THE LEAN WITH 
THE FAT IN POLITICS? 

The Democrats claim that a majority of 
the printers of Chicago are already convert- 
ed to the Democratic free-trade doctrine, and 
think that a little timely “recognition ” will 
add to their recruits among this exception- 
ally intelligent and influential class of work- 
men. Naturally the Democrats felicitate 
themselves on their alleged gains among the 
pridters. Owing to their superior intelli- 


selors printers have a strong influence over 
other workmen, and are often called upon in 
unions and labor societies to make speechés, 
write resolutions, ana take the lead general- 
ly. If, as claimed, a majority of the print 
ers of Chicago can de classed as converts to 
the free-trade doctrine the Democrats may 
well congratulate nnn. on an impor- 
tant acquisition. 

Printers sometimes incline at first thought 
to the belief that free trade would give them 
a reduced cost of living ‘without a corre- 
sponding cut of wages, but they are too in- 
telugent a class of men to be long deceived 
by this idea. It is true that newspaper print- 
ing and current job work cannot be imported 
and the craft is not directly exposed to 
foreign competition, but wages cannot be re- 
duced in the great tariff protected manufact- 
uring pursuits without carrying down the 
wage rate in all related and interdependent 
industries. Tybographers who have studied 
political economy know this to be axiomatic. 
Unusually high wages in one trade will 
quickly bring to itan overflow of labor from 
the same industry abroad and from others 
at home. When the general community nas 
its earnings reduced and purchasing power 
curtailed those who supply it with products 
or labor in any form must. cheaper rates also 
or lose their market or employment. The 
equilibrium must te restored. Nevertheless 
owing to the skill and knowledge required 
in their pursuit, their close ‘organization, and 
the impossibility of direct foreign competi- 
tion itis reasonable to believe that if free

to labor. Printers then received in Chicago 
about 30 cents per thousand for day work, as 
against 40 now, and $12 a week instead of the 
present rate of $18. To secure cheap goods 
and get back where they were before under 


a tariff closely approaching free trade and 


wages in general adjusted accordingly they 
could not reasonably expect that their pay 
would be reduced much less than one-third. 
Would the cheaper goods and cost of living 
make good to them this great loss of wages? 
That is the heart of the tariff ques tion, no 
matter what demagogues and sophists may 
say to the contrary. 

Printers know that in the long run the 
“lean” must go with the fat.“ They are 
not so unreasonable as to suppose they could 
have “fat takes” and high wages all the 
time and buy everything they wanted from 
the remainder of the community at lean 
rates. Printers are intelligent men who look 
at both sides of these questious and know 
that every man who sells his labor must do 
so practically on the same general scale of 
terms that he buys goods. If labor is high 
priced, goods must be dear. If goods are 
cheap, wages must below. When the prod- 
ucts of labor are cheapened labor and per- 
sonal services of all kinds will command pro- 
portionately less pay. Printers of course 
understand these principles, and when tbey 
announce themselves free traders they 
must mean that they expect, if goods are 
cheapened by free importation nd the cost 
of living is reduced, to have their wages cut 
down in a like ratio. 


PRACTICAL EDUCATION FOR CHICAGOANS 

Over ten years ago Mr. Alien Lewis of this. 
city gave by his will his property for the 
establishment of libraries and of a polytech- 
nic school for the instruction of girls in cer- 
tain branches of art, and for the givmg to 
young men of a course of instruction which 
should be useful to them in getting a living— 
which should be @seful, not ornamental. It 
was the desire of the testator that his prop- 
erty should accumulate till it amounted to a 
million dollars, when the trustees should 
erect a building on some property owned by 
him at the corner of Randolph and Vaion 
streets. ’ 

It has taken longer to get to the million 
than people thought it would when the 
will wes first made public, but the trustees 
announce that that figure has at last been 
reached. Te estate has now $050,000 ef per- 
sonality and realty worth a hundred thousand 
or over. It is the intention, therefore, to 
put up a building next year. It will not, 
however, be on the site designated by Mr. 
Lewis, It is not arge enough and is in a 
poor location. The land will sell for more 
than it will cost to build a better site, so noth- 
ing will be lost financiaily by the change. 

Further than this the trustees. have not 
spoken. It is probable that their plans—they 
are given broad discretion by the will—have 
not yet been fully matured. It is likely thas 
they will not seek to add to the number’ of 
existing libraries. The Public Library meets 
all the demands of ordinary readers, and the 
vast Newberry Library of the future will 
satisfy the requirements of students. From 
the suggestion of the trustees that the Board 
of Education should give instruction in the 
manuai arts in the public schools it is ap- 
parently their desire that the polytechnic 
should bear to the practical side of the 
schools the same relation that a college does 
to its Surely literary side. How far this sug- 
gesticn will be carried out is for the future 
to decide, but it is plain that if the polytech- 
nic is designed for young men and women— 
not boys and girls—it would be of the 
greatest advantage to the latter to enter it 
with some rudimentary acquaintance of the 
practical arts of life, some little knowledge of 


woods and metals and how to handle them. 


The scope of a polytechnic school is of 
course much wider than that of a manual 
training one. At the former one should be 
able to learn everything which comes fairly 
under thé head of science. Students need not 
@xpect to learn there such uncertain and 
shifting -professions as theology, law, or 
medicine. They need not bother with philos- 
ophy or rhetoric, But they should be able to 
learn to apply to practical use the mechanic 
arts, chemistry, mathematics, and all those 
other branches of learning which have a 
practical as well as a theoretical side. There 
is as yet no such institution as this in Chi- 
cago. The student must go Hast for such 
instruction. It is time for this city to turn 
over a new leaf and have schools to meet all 
the wants ot the human mind. The New- 
berry Library, slowly growing into great pro- 
portions, willbe no mean rival of the New 
York homes of learning, and the Lowis 


| Polytechnic School should in the course of 


time become a peer of tile famous one of 
France. The young men and women of Chi- 
cago will a few years hence see a home in- 
stitution where, if they have ordinary ca- 
pacity, they will be taught how to get a liv- 
ing, and the name of Lewis will come to 
have the same affectionate meaning for them 
that that of Peter Cooper has for those New- 
Yorkers who have profited by his thoughtful 
beneflcence. 


CHICAGO STREET NAMES AND NUMBERS. 

Tomorrow night the Council is to discuss 
—perhaps—the subject of disentangling the 
confusion of street flames and numbers, and 
decide what instructions it shali give to the 
special committee, which does not feel in- 
clined to go deeply into the question till it is 


e Aldermen can do nothing better than to 
lay down a few simpie general rules and 
then leave it to the committeemen to work 
out the details as far as they can. 

To begin with, Einzie street should be 
taken as the base line east and west, and 
every street numbered from it north to 
Evanston and south to the southern Hyde 
Park line. All through streets should bear 
the same name north and south of the base, 
the distinction being that one part would be 
North Ciark and the other simply Clark, or 
if the people preferred, as they doubtiess 
would, judging by present experience, it 

Le called South Clark. It has been 

ted that all north and south streets be 
called aveuues and all east and west ones 
streets. This has its advantages, for citizen 
or stranger will then know at once the direc- 
tion of any thoroughfare. Were it adopted, 
those east and west streets now known as 
Warren, Park, and Austin avenues would 
have to lose their three-syliable designations. 
It so happens that a large number of the 
leading north and south thoroughfares— 
Michigan, Wabash, Ashland, Western, Call- 
fornia, Crawfora, etc.—are already known 
as avenues, and tochange the others to cor- 
respond would be an easy task. 

Should it be decided to use numbers instead 
of names for the avenues the system would 
de quite simple and easily understood. What 
is now Michigan avenue would be First ave- 
nue. u street, its northern continuation, 
would de North First avenue Tue present 
ue (formerly Weils street), 
— Cate and ridiculots misnemer, 
Would “betome-Sevbnath avenue. Its title, 
borrowed from a fashionable New York

When 
he comes to 25 he knows that he is close to 
Page. But unless they are numbered he has 
a difficult time in finding Page. There is no 
reason why these numbered avenues may not 
be carried clear out west to the Cicero line 
and from that to the Desplaines. 

There are some defects which can never be 
cured in fixing names for streets. For too 
many years property-owners were allowed 
to lay out streets to suit themselves, regard- 
less of what nad already been done. They 
run all sorts of ways, as on Goose Island, or 
angling as at Briagéport. It will depend on 
the smartness of the committee as to how 
many of these snaris they can straighten out. 


But at ail events it will be in their power 80 


to enormously simplify the general system 
of the main streets that strangers and citi- 
gens will be abie to find their way around tea 
times more easily than they now can; and 
the Post-Office officials will not be so con- 
fused and bedeviled by equivocal addresses. 
With numbers instead of names, with ave- 
nues instead of streets for the north and 
south ones, with numbers which for one set 
of thoroughfares run from the lake to the 
western contines, and for the other north 
and south from the Kinzie base line, tne sit- 
uation will be materially improved. The 
odds and ends of streets will have to be given 
half-numbers or baptized as piaces and 
courts, as convenience may dictate. 


THE ROYAL WEDDING,

The bride is 
the Princess Sophie of Germany, sister of 
the present Emperor, born June 14, 1870, a 
bright, smart young girl and a great favorite 
in the German royal household. She is the 
fifth child of the lamented Prince Friedrich 
Wilhelm, and has one married sister, Char- 
lotte, who espoused Prince Bernhard, eld- 
est son of Duke George IL. of Saxe-Mein- 
ingen, and two unmarried sisters, the Prin- 
cesses Victoria and Margaretha. The groom 
is Prince Konstantinos (Duke of Sparta), 
son of Georgios L, King of Greece (the lat- 
ter the second son of King Christian of Den- 
mark), and Queen Olga, the eldest daughter 
of Grand Duke Constantine of Russia, 
brother of the late Emperor, Alexander II. 
The young fellow was born Aug. 2, 1868, and 
is reported to pe head over ears in love with 
his bride, as he ought to be, theugh unfortu- 
nately this is rarely the case, owing to the 
cut and dried manner in which matches are 
set up for the high contracting parties. 

It will be a notabie gathering in the his- 
toric old city. Rarely has a wedding in 
Europe given promise of beime attended 
by more of blue-blooded royalty than this. 
On the one side there wil de the 
bride's brother, the Emperor of Germany: 
her mother, the, ex-Empress; Frederick; 
her sister in-law, the Empress Augusta 
Victoria; her uncle, the Prince of Wales; 
her aunt, the Princess Alexandra, and her 
cousin, Albert Vibtor, familiarly known in 
England as Collar and Cuffs,” who, if the 
reports of his father’s health are correct, is 
the real hoir apparent to the British crown 
and without doubt Victoria's immediate suo- 
cessor. On the other side will be King Chris- 
tian of Denmark and his Queen Louise, the 
groom’s grand parents; King Georgios and 
Queen Oiga of Greece, hie parents, and the 
Grand Duke Nicholas, the Czarowitz of Rus- 
sia, his cousin. Some of the highest nobles 
strings of 
Princes and Princesses will follow in tne 
retinue. of royalty to dazzle the Heilenes 
with their splendor. The young pair will be 
launctied in magnificent style upon the un- 
certam sea of matrimony and all winds will 
be favoring. There can be little doubt that 
the marriage will be a happy one and that 
the domestic affairs wili run smoothly. 

But bow about political affairs in the fut- 
ure? The Duke of Sparta is ambitious, so 
is his wife. Will they be content with a 
“pent-up Utica”? Since the time Greece 
gained her independence she has always 
chafed at the restricted extent of her 
domain. The first Prince, Leopold of Saxe. 
Coburg, to whom the crown was offered, de- 
clined iton the ground that the boundaries 
were insufficient. The present ruler, who 
was elected under the auspices of Greece’s 
protectors, Great Britain, France, and Rus- 
sia, has made the same complaint, although 
in 1881, under the pressure of the Great Pow- 
ers, Greece obtained the most of Thessaly 
and aslice of Epirus. She has wanted and 
still wants her ancient boundaries, which are 
now invaded by the uaspeakabie Turk. In 
addition’ to her three powerful protect- 
ors shé now has the strong arm 
of Germany to aid her. When 
the heir apparent, therefore, comes 
to his own will he not be likely to insist upon 
the extension of the boundaries to their old 
limits, and will not the Emperor of Germany, 
who has no love for Turkey, insist upon it 
that his sister shall be Queen of a kingdom 
of respectable dimensions instead of an in- 
significant little borough of about 23.000 
square mileés—insignificant at least for the 
sovereignty of a German Queen? This is at 
least a possibility growing out of this coming 
marriage, and the possibility is all the more 
likely, inasmuch as the restoration of her 
old boundaries was promised her as a reward 
for keeping out of the war between Russia 
and Turkey. The promise was not kept, put 
the German Emperor may insist upon it asa 
presen} when the young couple come into 
power. = 


NO MORE FLORAL TRIBUTES AT THEA- 
TERS. 

The managers of the State Theater in 
Dresden have issued a circular to artists 
warning them that in future it will be con- 
sidered @ breach of discipline to accept floral 
tributes or other tokens of popular admira- 
tion or in any way to “recognize the pres- 
ence of the audience.” The London Stand- 
ard, commenting upon the cifcular, com- 
mends it to English managers, and to artists 
themselves, as a much needed reform in tne 
interests of the stage and stage perform- 


ances.

country as they are in England or in Ger-

| which deceives no one! 


The second warning in the Dresden circu- 
lar is conceived in the best interests of art, 
and if it can be carried Out there it will be 
well worth going to Dresden to hear opera 
or witness the drama. The iliusions of act- 
ing will be perfectiy preserved when actors 
are prevailed upon not to recognize in any 
way the presence of an audience. Why 
should they? Why should they stop the 
progress of the drama to bow acknowledg- 
ments to an audience? Why should 
Hamlet entirely lose his identity in the midst 
of action not yet finished and appear before 
his. audience, who are presumed to be en- 
grossed with the doings of his fictitious 
world, as Brown, Smith, or whoever he may 
be, bowing, smirking, and smiling for some- 
thing which has nothing todo with the action 
of the piece or the events of the mimic situ- 
ation? Why should Leonora, who has just 
gracefully expired to slow music or with a 
final terrific vocal otitburst, smothered by 
the descending curtain, immediately reappear 
as the curtain goes up again, courtesying to 
the audience or dying a second time with a 
second final shriek? The illusion is com- 
pletely destroyed, the unities are ruthlessly 
disturbed, and, worse than this, the audience 
cannot again return completely to Hamiet's 
or Leonora’s situation after they have once 
appeared in propria persona to do some- 
thing which is neither in the text nor in tne 
music. The artistic interest is spoiled. The 
artist himself disregards his work. Let him 
be content with thé finished product and 
keep his personality out of it. It is not prob- 
able that these old stage traditions can be 
rooted out at once, but the best artists can do 
much toward it by settinganexample. There 
is no danger that the lesser stars will not 
soon follow it. Dramatic art will be greatly 
the gainer when its illusions are preserved. 
Actors will act better and singers will sing 
better when they forget their audiences. 
When they cease to be couscious of audiences 
they may cease to be conscious of themselves. 
Who will set the example! f

The dome is forty-five feet in diameter and 
weighs 25,000 pounds above tae wheels on 
which it revolves, but can be moved with a 
pressure of less than ten — on the ro 
used in turning it. This dome, made by 
Warner & Smarey of Cleveland, O., has 
three apertures six feet wide. with closures 
six feet square between, the center of each 
closure being the same altitude as the center 
of an aperture opposite. This arrangement 
permits a rapid and thorougtr ventilation of 
the dome, so as to get the same temperature 
inside as outside. Attached to the circular

THE LIGHTS OF ORION. 

Special attention has been given to the 
great nebula of Orion. It was the first 
nebula discovered with the aid of a telescope. 
During more than two and a half centuries it 
has been examined over and over again, and 
although each improvement in our instrument- 
al means reveals new features we do not yet 
know whether any change in this wonderful 
object has really taken place or not. Photog- 
raphy undoubtedly gives the form of the 
nebuia with an accuracy unattainable by any 
other known means, but it may be taken as 
@n axiom that any changes in form will at 
least be accomplished if not preceded by 
changes in brightness. If this be true it is 
not to age ae hy but to photometry that 
we mustiook for the earliesi positive evi- 
dence of change in this the most remark- 
abie nebula in the heavens. Prof. Stone 
has examined the nebula repeatedly, com- 
paring the brightness of the different con- 
dénsations of which the central portion is 
composed. He has also made photometric 
observations of the stars in the brighter por- 
tion of the nebula, many of which have deen 
supposed to be variable. No evidence of 
alteratuon other than may be accounted for 
by difference in atmospheric conditions has 
been thus far found in the nebula itself.

Weaver, a mechanic of, Buffalo, has a pian 
which calls for. towers to be erected at the 
base of the bluff below the village, which 
can be 200 feet high, into the open top of 
which he would put the water by means of a 
canal tapping the river above the village.

No actor can impersonate Richard TIL in an 
adequate manner who does not possess trans- 
cendent force of will, combined with ambitious 
mental activity of the most incessant and rest- 
less description. Mr. Mansfield in these respects 
is exactly qualified for the character, and out of 
his abundant professfonal resources he is able 
to supply all the other elements that ure requisite 
to its constitution and fulfillment. He presents 
as Richard a sardonic, scoffing demon who 
nevertheless, somewhere in his complex nature, 
retains an element of humanity.

His originality and bis 
surpassing excellence are resident in his artistic 
treatment of it. He embodies a character that 
is tragic in its ultimate effect, but his method is 
that of the comedian. His portrayal of Richard, 
except at those moments when it is veiled with 
craft and dissimulation. or at those other and 
grander moments, infrequent but awful and 
agonizing, When it 1s convulsed with terror or 
with the anguish of remorse, stands forth boldly 
in the sunshine, a crystallized and deadly sar- 
eas m equally trenchant upon itself and all the 
world, equally scornful of things human and 
things divine. This deadly assumption of keen 
mockery, this cool, glittering, malignant light- 
ness of manner. is consistently sustained 
throughout the performance, while the texture 
of it is made continuously entertaining by diver- 
sity of color and inflection sequent on changing 
moods, so that Richard is shown as a creature of 
the possible world of mankind and not as a fle- 
tion of the stage.

Acids for the Stomach. 

Mr. Baker of Gale & Blocki: A man was just 
here asking if mustard, black and Cayenne pep- 
per, pickles, and chow-chow and vinegar were 
regarded. as healthfnl. In this latitude they 
are particularly so. Any acid is good for liver 
complaint. I don’t suppose too much 
of either article mentioned would be beneficial. 
But people who live in this climate should par- 
take freely of any food that is acid. The same 
man asked me if hog meat was healthful, There 
is a prevalent idea that it is, and yet there is 
more pork eaten in this country than any other 
kind of meat. People whose business takes 
them outdoors a great deal should eat more 
pork than any other meat. There is nothing 
new in that. But what I want to impress 
is that pork, tf well cooked—and when 
I say that I mean cooked as 
thoroughly as you would cook a potato—is 
healthier than beef. I have investigated many 
of the deaths caused by trichinm, and nine out of 
ten cases have occurred because the pork was 
not welldone. But if beef is tainted, no matter 
how much you cook it. it is poisonous, and deadly 
so. The taint on beef is like the poisonous gases 
that arise from the body of a dead person—and 
that is the most poisonous thing I know of. As I 
have just stated, no amount of eboking will remove 
the taint when it appears on beef. Most of the 
cases in beef poisoning that I have investigated 
were caused from eating smoked beef. If beef 
is tainted at all, of course it is worse in raw or 
smoked beef than in cooked. 

The Man on the Roof. 

A Wabash svenue policeman: I was called 
on to look after the idiot Who pulled off his 
clothes the other day on the roof of No. 468 Wa- 
bash avenue. I’ve been on the force eighteen 
years and in that time I have heard of and seen 
some strange happenings on the roofs of houses 
inthistown. About fourteen years ago I was 
traveling on South Clark streét from Adams to 
Harrison street. Maybe you remember the old 
Pacifis block; it still stands on the southeast 
corner of Clark and Van Buren streets, but I be- 
lieve the name of it has been changed. It used 
to be occupied by doctors and families and veo- 
ple whom you never could hear anything about 
except there was some devilment connected with 
them. I was called up there one night by somo 
of the occupants of the building, who told me 
that a murder had been dommitted on the roof.

When we goton the roof I discovered a portion of 
a man’s body. I say body—there was nothing 
but bones, not a speck of flesh, The man who 
was with me said the murder 
must have been committed a long while ago. I 
was a young man on tne force then. and that was 
my first important discovery. I made my report 
to the Harrison Street Station. A young night 
reporter helped me to write out the report, and 
it was a.corker. In consideration of his valuable 
service I said nothing about the discovery to 
other reporters and he had what he called a 
scoop. The next day it turned out that some 
young medical students whe had a room in the 
building had a subject in their place, and after 
dissecting it they took the bones out on the roof 
to dry.

A writer in the Portfolio, in reviewing the 
American art section of the Paris Exposition, 
touches discerningly the weak point in the work 
of these exiles: “Living and working among 
aliens, among people in whose intimate affairs it 
is impossible for them to be passionately con- 
cerned, it is but natural that a certain coldness 
should be visible in their work. Their observa- 
tion has the keen quietude, their execution 
the calm infallibility of a surgeon—of a 
surgeon, too, who is passioné for his 
science, bust cares nothing for the 
man as distinct from the patient. When 
an American paints a French peasant he brings 
out his pictorial capabilities with peculiar cer- 
tainty and decision, but he shows no sympathy 
with, he takes no interest in, his model as a hu- 
man creature, with joys and sorrows, with cares 
and petty triumphs of its own. In a word, the 
note of depth is absolutely wanting to the Amer- 
ican pictures. They deal with outsides with askill 
which leaves even that of their teachers behind, 
but they show neither power nor inelina- 
tion to penetrate beneath the surface. How 
much of this das be caused by temperament and 
how much by the expatriation to which the ar- 
tistic American is at present condemned, it is too 
early to decide.“ Like many other problems, 
this one must be left to time.

The Art Institute is true to its watchword 
of progress, notwithstanding the turmoil which 
at present reigns within its walls.

The roti of pupils in- 
cludes 340 names, a larger number than could be 
found on the books at this time last year, Sixty- 
five of these are in the new architectural] depart- 
ment, which attracts about a dozen students 
during the day and fifty in the evening. Six of 
these embryo architects are women, and few of 
the class have had any previous experience in 
the study of design.

FUTURE PROBATION GAINING GROUND. 


Are the Heathen All Doomed ?—Perturba- 
tion in the Churches. 

New York Sun: While the Presbyterians 
are divided as to the fundamental doctrine 
of eléction the Congregationalists are 
troubled over the question of future proba- 
tion. The root of the difficulty with the Amer- 
ican Board is in the division of opinion 
touching eternal damnation. A large party of 
the communion sympathizes with the views as 
to that subject which are held by the young 
men who have been rejected by the board 
as missionaries. Under a rule adopted a 
few years ago these apviicants for appoint- 
ment as missionaries were disqualified for 
the service because ot their doubts as to the 
everlasting punishment of the beathen, and 
their leaning toward the theory of future 
probation. They came from New Engiand 
schools of theology, in which such heresy, ac- 
cording to the old Puritan belief, has lately 
cropped out extensively, with the support or 
tolerance of many of the ministry and the 
churciies. But under the organizawon of 
the Missionary Board this party is able to 
obtain no power init, and therefore the 
leaders and followers call loudly for change 
and reform. 

Itis true that the vast majority of* the 
churches, as a whole, have retrained from 
expressing any opinion as to the policy of 
the boara with reference to the subject. But 
they have simply remained quiet. If they 
were stout supporters of that policy aud bit- 
ter opponents of the future probation ten- 
dency, it is presumabie that they would de- 
clare themselves openty and decidedly, and 
not let the case go by detault as they have 
done, This supposition is the more 
reasonabie because the direct preaching of 
the doctrine of eternal punishment has about 
ceased in the Congregational churches, and 
some of thie ministers who are most popular 
in the denomination are known as doubters 
with rd to it, and consequently tolerant 
of the ry of future probation. Denial 
of the one must iead to belief in the otner, 
rose | the doctrine of immortality is aban- 

on 

If, then, Congregationalist ministers are not 
22 to preach at home eternal damna- 

on, and their charches are unwilling to 
listen to it, the Missionary Board cannot 
expect them to sustain its policy in uir- 
ing that tne docrine shall be preach to 
the heathen, If there is to be a future pro- 
bation for those who reject Christianity it 
must be extended to the heathen who have 
never had the opportunity to either accept 
or reject. 

Yet the main motive in giving for the con- 
version of the heathen has been the belief 
that, unconverted, they would descend into 
hell and everlasting torture. If they are to 
have a future probation the whole ory of 
missionary work must undergo a radical 
transformation. But if the doctrine its cast 
aside at home it must be cast aside abroad, 
otherwise the Congregauonalist missionaries 
will be playing false with the heathen. The 
denomination will stultify itself and deserves 

en condemnation. 
No honest doubter of eternal damnation can 
Ang to missionaries who preach in 
hi id and Japan a doctrine to which he 
himself would not listen. On the other side, 
those who deny future probation cannot be 
expected to give money for the preach of 
that doctrine in foreign countries. “They 
may even ask why, if such is your belief, you 
trouble yourselves at all about the conver- 
sion of the heathen, who will be converted 
any way in tue future state? And believers 
in probation after death must either 
agree with them as to the uselessness of 
missionary work or defend it as valuable in 
its civilizing effects, though not necessary 
to the saivation of the heathen. 

The American Board, therefore, is in a 
quandary. The question has not been set- 

ed by the Congregationalists. The old 
torm of doctrine remains. No other has 
been substituted. Against it are only doubts. 
Hence the board prudentially sticks to 
the old as more conducive to its success 
in getting contributions, and because the 
opponents, so faras anything like positive 
declaration goes, are greatly in the minority. 
packed aa» for the Congregationalists to 
come to a decision on the subject. As yet 
future probation is only taught indirectly 
and inferenti at the theological schoois 

and in the pulpits. There is no which 
comes out in favor of it without evasion and 
unmistakabiy.. Yet that itis secretiy held 
by many Congregationalists, and that tle 
doctrine of eternal punishment has fallen 
into general disrepute in the communion, are 
beyond question.

The 8 statement of rae New York banks 
brought but little comfort to the bull speculators 
of Wall street, who have been claiming for sev- 
eraidays that there was no further dunger of 
stringency. It is now evident that tne banks 
Lave made no gain in cash resources during the 
week. On the contrary. they have lost. Deposits 
have fallen off over $4,000,000 and loans have 
been reduced nearly $2,500,000. Nominally. the 
strength of the banks is greater, the surplus re- 
serve having gained $200,000, but this item is now 
only $1,119,000, and with present tendencies un- 
changed can be increased only by a further, con- 
traction of loans. This does not make a promis- 
ma outlook for Wall street values. According 
to the Financial Vhroniwle the banks lost durin 
the week 81.618.000 to the interior and pained 
$700,000 from the Treasury, making a net loss of 
$915 000.
